‘More to be done on equality progress’ 


O UR MP Alun Cairns is quite right 
to point out that there is a long 
way to go before we achieve 
equality for women in all aspects of our 
daily lives (Vale MP’s Viewpoint, March 
15). 

I am pleased that he is aligning himself with the 
Press for Progress campaign, and hope that the 
following observations may help him translate his 
words into positive action. 

It has been estimated that that UK Government 
welfare reforms will disproportionately affect 
women and children. 

A recent report states that women are set to lose 
out by 13 times more than men from cuts to tax 
credits and benefits. Many of these payments go to 
private landlords or top up low wages and affect 
working households. 

Mr Cairns has voted for every welfare reform 
change and is an enthusiastic supporter of the 
government’s so-called austerity agenda. 

Poverty has many hidden aspects, and one of 
these is the inability to buy hygiene products. The 
Period Poverty and Stigma campaign estimates that 
1 in 10 girls in the UK is unable to afford sanitary 
products. This affects their ability to attend school 
and is an affront to their basic human rights. 

Some local authorities are helping by distributing 
free sanitary products to schools.

I N last week’s 
GEM, one of 
your readers 
asked the question:

I ’M writing in 
response to 
Natural 

Resources Wales’s 
reply to my letter, 
published in the 
The GEM on 
March 8. 

I raised concerns 
about chromium-6 the 
incinerator will release 
across Barry. Despite 
NRW’s reply, I am still 
concerned. 

In a document from 
the last consultation, 
tables 23 and 25 ‘Long- 
Term Trace Metals 
Predictions’ indicates 
that 310 per cent of the 
limit of chromium-6 (ie 
200 per cent above the 
limit) could be released. 
In the air quality 
document, a figure of 
600 per cent was listed. 
In both cases, it was 
clearly stated that 
“further assessment” of 
the chromium-6 
situation was required. 

This is contradicted 
by NRW’s assurances 
that everything is 
perfectly safe and well 
below the limits. It’s 
certainly confusing for a 
layman like myself! 

And it’s another reason 
why NRW should come 
and meet the public to 


clearly explain things to 
us. 

Professor Max Wallis 
explained the 
discrepancies to me by 
saying that the figures 
are estimates and that 
they don’t really know 
how much chromium-6 
the incinerator will 
release. 

Because of the 
different composition of 
the waste wood fuel 
source, the amounts 
could be far higher than 
they estimate... 

In short, the people of 
Barry are like guinea 
pigs while they test their 
incinerator out! 

Professor Wallis was 
particularly concerned 
about the nanoparticles 
the incinerator will 
release. These contain 
chromium-6 and 
arsenic. There is no 
safe exposure level to 
the nanoparticles we 
will soon be breathing 
in. We simply don’t 
know how they will 
affect our health in the 
years to come.

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Jail sentence for Vale 
stablehand convicted 
of trafficking cocaine 


A STABLEHAND 
based in the Vale of 
Glamorgan who 
was involved in 
smuggling cocaine 
into Britain has 
been jailed for 34 
months at Cardiff 
Crown Court, 
writes AJ Sicluna. 

The parcel containing 
the drug worth £20,000 
was intercepted at 
Gatwick Airport after 
being sent from Jamaica 
to an address in Barry, 
said prosecutor Roger 
Griffiths 

Harriet Isaac, 25, who 
had no previous 
convictions admitted 
being involved in the 
illegal importation of 
cocaine. 

Isaac, formerly of 


Liege Manor equestrian 
centre, Bonvilston, but 
who moved to Windsor 
was distressed 
throughout the hearing 
and as security officers 
led her to the cells she 
repeatedly called out: “I 
want my father.” 

Recorder Mark 
Powell QC told her, 
“You have never been in 
trouble in your life 
before and a report 
indicates you are at low 
risk of reoffending.” 

He said he was 
assured that she 
accepted full 
responsibility for what 
she did, and he 
sentenced her on that 
basis. 

He added that there 
was no evidence she 
received any financial 


reward. 

The offence, he said, 
was an extremely 
serious one though he 
concluded that her’s was 
a lesser role, and that 
she had been acting 
under some form of 
direction. 

“Given what I have 
read and the seriousness, 
I have come to the 
conclusion that only a 
custodial sentence can 
be passed.” 

Mr Griffiths said that 
on December 12, 2015 a 
parcel from Jamaica was 
sent to the UK and when 
opened at Gatwick was 
found to contain 
cocaine. 

It was addressed to a 
person in Northcote 
Street, Barry. 

It was resealed, said 


Mr Griffiths, and passed 
on to South Wales 
Police. 

They went to the 
address and carried out a 
search and an occupant 
told them “my friend 
Harriet asked me to 
have a parcel 
deliverered.” 

As a result, officers 
went to the stables in 
Bonvilston and arrested 
Isaac who, when twice 
interviewed replied, “No 
comment.” 

They also examined 
her mobile phone 
records. 

The parcel, said Mr 
Griffiths, contained 244 
grammes of cocaine of 
50-per-cent purity with a 
street value of up to 
£ 20 , 000 . 

He said there was a 
delay in the case coming 
to court, but that the 
blame for that could not 
be put at the defendant’s 
door. 

“Others were 
involved in the 
operation,” he said, “her 
role was at the bottom 
end of being 
significant,” he said. 

Isaac’s counsel 
Archangelo Power said 
he had taken detailed 
instructions from her 
and she didn’t wish to 


vacate her plea and 
wanted to be sentenced. 

He produced several 
character references. For 
some years, he 
continued, she had 
suffered from severe 
dyslexia. 

Concerning the drugs, 
she had agreed to help 
another person and had 
received no financial 
reward. 

At the time, said Mr 
Power, she had been two 
months pregnant and at 
one stage had tried to 
take her own life. 

He described her as 
“a vulnerable person, of 
low self esteem who 
was used as a vessel for 
nefarious practices.” 

It was, he said, an 
isolated incident and 
since then, had not 
transgressed in any way. 

“On any analysis she 
was exploited and is 
unlikely ever to trouble 
the courts again.” 

He urged a 

community sentence be 
passed and said Isaac 
had been courageous to 
plead guilty and “put her 
head above the parapet.” 

Her strongly- 
supportive family, said 
Mr Power, were broken 
when they heard of the 
case.

‘Stop early 
morning 
site lorries 
in Dinas’ 


EARLY morning 
lorry deliveries at a 
new housing site in 
Dinas Powys have 
led to protests from 
residents. 

The development off 
Caerleon Road will 
eventually result in 70 
houses on the site. 

Local Plaid Cymru 
community councillor 
Chris Franks said people 
were upset that large 
vehicles were driving 
through a residential area 
before local schools open 
at around 9am. 

He said: “The 

planning department was 
informed of the problem 
and they say that they 
will write to the agents 
for the developer.” 

Cllr Franks said the 
county council had told 
him the following: 

“Details have been 
submitted... relating to 
the Construction 

Environmental and 
Traffic Management 
Plan. The revised plan, 
dated February 2018, 
awaits formal sign-off 
but has been considered 
by our highways 
department and is likely 
to be considered 

acceptable. 


“This plan states the 
delivery times during 
school term time as being 
between 9am and 
3:30pm Monday to 
Friday. If a digger was 
delivered between Sam 
and 8.30am on a school 
day, this would be 
outside of the proposed 
hours.” 

The council pointed 
out that it would not be 
considered reasonable to 
take enforcement action 
for one or two isolated 
incidents, and a Vale 
Council official added: “I 
have written to the 
developers, via their 
agent, to urge them to 
ensure all deliveries (and 
all other relevant 
elements) comply with 
the terms of the revised 
Construction 
Environmental and 
Traffic Management 
Plan.” 

Cllr Franks added: 
“This is a serious issue 
and it is essential for safe 
working arrangements be 
put in place.” 

Fellow councillor 
Richard Grigg said he 
hoped the Vale Council 
would monitor the 
situation.

A BARRY resident says he and his 
partner are thinking of moving their 
family out of the town because of the 
Biomass UK No2 Ltd plant at the docks. 

Leon Robertson and his partner Gemma say they 
don’t want to take a gamble on the health of their 
young children Seren, aged three, and Ffion, aged 
one. 

They say they have particular concerns about dust 
that might be blown across the town from the pile of 
chipped wood at the docks which will be used at the 
plant. 

Leon explained: “We feel like many others that 
we have been let down by the people who are elected 
and employed to protect our best interests. 

“I feel we have lost sight of the basic democratic 
political process in the Vale and Wales. 

“We’ve not only had this monstrosity forced upon 
our town, but to add insult to injury a huge pile of 
chipped wood dumped on our dock.” 

Leon, Gemma and the girls live in a nice spot in 
the Trehame area but hope to relocate to another 
town in south Wales. 

He said; “I have made plans to move my young 
family out of our beautiful town - a town which my 
family have lived in for three generations.”

He said that due to the topography of the town, the 
wind could blow over the hill from the docks in the 
direction of Trehame and, if it died down, deposit 
wood dust in the area. 

He said; “Dust off wood is carcinogenic. I can’t 
say 100 per cent that it won’t affect the girls and I 
don’t want to gamble on their health.” 

Leon also emphasised that the Health and Safety 
Executive says on its website that wood dust can 
cause ‘serious health problems’ and issues guidance 
on avoiding it. 

Biomass UK No2 Ltd says there is no danger to 
health and has emphasised it is bound by the terms 
of an environmental licence. 

Barry councillor Vincent Bailey, who is strongly 
opposed to the plant, said other residents also have 
fears. 

“Decision-makers need to reflect on what this has 
done to public confidence in the system. I must 
admit that I have found the whole process 
disheartening - and I’m an elected member! 

“The whole town is opposed to the incinerator, 
and yet both NRW and the Welsh Government 
appear to be unwilling to step in. Remember, the 
wood chip pile is just one of many reasons for 
residents to feel uneasy about the harm this plant 


could do. 

“I know that residents are also concerned about 
the fumes the incinerator will generate once it’s fully 
functioning. 

“That’s why I was pleased to learn that the Vale 
Council has acted upon the concerns that I first 
raised over a year ago and is going to pay for 
independent monitoring. 

“We need to have confidence that the safety of 
local families will not be left in the hands of data 
provided only by the applicants,” he added.

Rambling 
all about 
the Brecon 
Beacons 


WILLIAM from 
Penarth and 

District Ramblers 
was joined by four 
adventure seekers 
and dog Ramakin 
for his mid-week 13- 
mile hike in the 
Brecon Beacons, 
circumnavigating 
the massive 

Talybont reservoir 
at a high level. 

Unfortunately, the 
weather forecast 

intimated that by the time 
they reached the highest 
part of their walk at 
Waun Rydd, there could 
be 55mph winds to 
contend with, but this did 
not deter them. 

The group reached the 
parking spot at the north¬ 
west end of the reservoir 
where the beautiful 
Caerfanell Valley was 
deliberately flooded, 
after farms and homes 
were commandeered for 
the reservoir to be built in 
1931. 

A short trek along the 
road brought them to the 
reservoir dam with its 
glorious views across the 
length of the 3km 
reservoir, surrounded by 
wooded hillsides. 

Beginning their steady 
climb from the valley 
bottom by means of the 
Taff Trail and part of the 
Bryn Oer Tramroad, the 
ramblers took a morning 
break in the shelter of 
trees before emerging 
onto the open moorland 
of Bryniau Gleision. 

Following the 

ridgeway, passing pools 
of water containing frog 
spawn and reaching the 
trig point above Pant y 
Creigiau, there was a 
short pause to take in the 
views before the steep 


descent to reach the 
forestry at Blaen-y-Glyn 
on the opposite side of 
the valley for their lunch 
break. 

This was followed by 
a steep climb up Craig y 
Fan Ddu where the wind 
became stronger and 
negotiating narrow tracks 
on the edge of the steep 
escarpment, it was 
difficult to stay upright 
on Graig Fan Las in the 
gusting wind. 

Ignoring William’s 
plan to cross the valley to 
view the site of a wartime 
crashed aircraft, the 
group battled their way 
across the boggy Waun 
Rydd to reach Cam Pica, 
with its stunning views 
towards Llangorse Lake 
and the Black Mountains. 

The only escape from 
the wind was the drop 
down the steep hillside 
onto Twyn Du with its

Council to ‘check 
on air quality’ 


THE Vale Council 
has ‘strengthened’ 
its environmental 
monitoring 
operation by 

purchasing two 
units to assess air 
quality at specific 
locations in the 
vicinity of the 
Biomass facility in 
Barry, said a 
spokesperson. 

These solar powered 
units will be installed 
next month, mounted on 
lampposts where they 
will continuously sample 
the air for a range of 
emissions and this 
information will then be 
fed, hourly, telemet- 
rically to the council. 

Though the results 
obtained from the 
monitors cannot be 
directly linked to the 
Biomass plant, they will 
examine the general air 
quality in the area around 
this facility and this data 
will then be compared to 
national air quality 
standards. 

Following a short 


testing period to ensure 
the equipment is 
operating effectively, the 
council will make the air 
quality information 
available via its Shared 
Regulatory Services 
website and will also 
provide explanations of 
what is being monitored. 

Cllr Jonathan Bird, 
Vale Council Cabinet 
Member for 

Regeneration and 

Planning, said: “I am 
fully aware of the strong 
local feeling on the 
subject of the 
gasification plant and 
fears that its operation 
may be cause for health 
concern. 

“While we not aware 
of any emissions that are 
of public health concern, 
these air monitoring units 
will allow us to closely 
observe the air quality in 
Barry. 

“The results of this 
monitoring will then be 
made available to the 
public, which should 
provide reassurance to 
those who have voiced 
worries on this matter.”

Air Ambulance attended 53 
missions across the Vale. We 
understand that phoning 999 can 
be a daunting experience for 
anyone, particularly children. 

“When children have to dial 
999, it will usually be for the 
assistance of a loved one or family 
member as no other responsible 
person is available. Our aim is to 
simplify the process and hopefully 
allay some of the fears young 
people may have when calling the 
emergency services for the first 
time. 

Wales Air Ambulance is the 


largest Air Ambulance operation 
in the UK with four airbases 
located across the country. The 
crews are no more than 20 minutes 
away from anywhere in Wales and 
attend around 2,500 missions 
every year. 

Annually, the charity must raise 
£6.5 million to sustain the service 
and receives no government or 
lottery funding. Money is raised 
through donations, membership of 
the Lifesaving Lottery, 
fundraising events and charity 
shops located across Wales.

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Hospital chief sets record straight 
about recent social media claims 


THE Chief Executive of 
Cardiff and Vale University 
Health Board, Len Richards 
has issued a strong rebuttal to 
“inaccurate” claims that staff 
were charged for overnight 
accommodation during the 
severe weather conditions in 
early March. 

The GEM was contacted by a reader 
recently who said he had been 
concerned to hear that staff had been 
charged £25 for staying overnight at 
Llandough Hospital. 


Mr Richards said he was keen to see 
the record set straight on such matters. 

“Strong denials and details of our 
policy were provided, but some media 
and social media channels have still 
continued to run the inaccurate story. 

“We consider that this undermines 
the sterling work of every one of our 
NHS teams who, despite 
unprecedented conditions, have 
managed to get to work and help us 
maintain essential health services: 
treating patients; transporting staff and 
patients; feeding our patients and staff; 
ensuring our sites are maintained; and 
managing the logistics behind the

scenes to ensure we remain open. 

“Cardiff and Vale Health Board does

There may be 
exceptions whereby a member of staff 
has booked accommodation outside of 
our process, but they are always 
refunded in full. 

“If anyone is not aware of the policy 
then they can speak to their line 
manager and we have reiterated this 
message across all of our clinical and 
service boards.

Wales has written to 
schools and 

nurseries across 
Wales to warn them 
of an increase in the 
number of cases of 
scarlet fever. 

The health body 
received 476 

notifications of the 
infectious disease in the 
first eight weeks of this 
year, compared to 295 in 
the same period last year. 

Scarlet fever causes a 
blotchy, pink-red rash. It 
is most common in 
young children but can 
affect people of any age. 

Emma Rees, who lives 
in Ogmore-by-Sea, 
realised that her daughter 
Florence (4) had got it

when she got a rash on 
her back and her tongue 
turned ‘whitish’. 

Emma explained: 
“Florence had scarlet 
fever at the beginning of 
February. 

“It started out with her 
being very sleepy and 
sick with a high 
temperature. 

“The rash then came 
out on her back followed 
by her tongue turning 
whitish. Only then did I 
realise it might be scarlet 
fever. We took her to the 
doctors and they 
prescribed a 10-day 


course of antibiotics. 
After taking them for two 
days it stared to clear.” 

The early signs for 
people to look out for 
include a sore throat, a 
headache, a high 
temperature, swollen 
glands followed by a rash 
on the body, a red face, 
and a white or red 
tongue. 

Dr Christopher 

Williams, consultant 
epidemiologist at Public 
Health Wales, said; “A 
higher number of scarlet 
fever cases have been 
reported to Public Health 


Wales so far this year 
than in the same period in 
2017, but this rise is in 
line with trends we have 
seen over the past few 
years in Wales. 

“We have written to 
schools and nurseries 
across Wales to advise 
them of the signs and 
symptoms, as it is highly 
infectious and can lead to 
outbreaks in young 
children. 

“Most cases are 
successfully treated with 
antibiotics and 

complications are rare. 

“Parents who are 
concerned that their child 
might have scarlet fever 
should speak to their GP 
for advice or contact 
NHS Direct Wales on 
08454647.”

games have a 
success rate 
comparable to 
being a member of 
Donald Trump’s 
cabinet. 

It would be 

considered folly, then, to 
take a stab at tackling 
this genre, even more so 
when it’s been done 
before to less than 
auspicious reviews. 

So into this breach 
emerges Tomb Raider, a 
take on the video game 
franchise wholly 
separate from the early- 
noughties Angelina 
Jolie-starring 
blockbusters, which sees 
Oscar winner Alicia 
Vikander tackle the role 
of Lara Croft. 

With her father 
(Dominic West) missing, 
presumed dead after 
leaving for a trip of great 
secrecy and importance, 
Lara spends her days 
struggling for money 
and working as a 
courier. 

However when she 
stumbles upon what her 
father was working on, it 
takes her, via China and 
boat captain Lu Ren 
(Daniel Wu), to a 
mysterious island where 
a mysterious 


organisation’s interests 
are being managed by a 
mysterious man, Mathias 
Vogel (Walton Coggins) 
- and the findings of 
Lara’s father could put 
humanity at risk; can 
Lara stop things before 
they go too far? 

Given that the earlier 
Tomb Raider films were 
a mixed bag, Alicia 
Vikander and company 
are hardly setting foot on 
sacred turf, and by and 
large they improve on 
those films; yet you 
can’t but be left with an 
underwhelming feeling 
as this is a film that feels 
like it’s constantly 
chugging along in third 
gear, never truly picking 
up pace or urgency. 

This is very much a 
Batman Begins-esque 
take on the character, the 
days when Lara Croft’s 
biggest tests were trying 
to beat a fellow 
kickboxing competitor 
and making sure to 
deliver food on time. 

These early parts at 
least ground the 
character, and allow for 
a decent bike chase 
sequence, but as soon as 
the plot machinations 
start whirring it becomes 
all too familiar. 

Vikander is an 
excellent choice to essay 
the character, bringing a 
humanity and warmth to 


a character that could 
easily feel like a 
superhuman. Certainly 
that aspect is there, but 
Vikander grounds her 
and gives her a little 
more depth - she’s far 
too good for material 
like this, but she seems 
to be having a brilliant 
time so why quibble. 

The cast are pretty big 
hitters, but sadly reduced 
to playing characters 
who lack any real 
dimension; West is good 
value in his small role, 
as is Daniel Wu, who is 
given the damsel-in¬ 
distress role. 

Meanwhile Walton 
Coggins, who is so good 
in everything he does, 
draws the short straw of 
playing a villain that 
scriptwriters seem to 
think is different and 
interesting, yet comes 
across on screen as 
bland and limp. 

There is nothing to 
him: no quirk, no great 
malevolence - he’s a

Welsh Secretary 
says tidal lagoon 
must be good 
value for money 


ALUN Cairns says 
there is no prospect 
of the UK 
Government 
approving plans for 
a Swansea Bay tidal 
lagoon unless they 
are satisfied it 
represents good 
value for taxpayers’ 
money. 

The Welsh Secretary 
and Vale MP again came 
under pressure from 
other Welsh MPs in the 
Commons to give the 
multi-million-pound 
project the go-ahead. 

They say it would 
provide a major jobs 
boost in the construction, 
engineering and steel 
industries, generate 
electricity for many years 
into the future and put 
Wales at the forefront of 
tidal lagoon technology. 

But Mr Cairns remains 
cautious. He said 
research work is 
continuing on the project 
involving UK Business 
Secretary Greg Clark, his 
own office and the Welsh 
Government. 

He told MPs: “The 
Swansea proposal is 
more than twice as 
expensive as Hinkley 
nuclear power station. 

“So we will continue 
discussions with the 
Welsh Government to 
look at the affordability 
of the case and do 


everything possible to 
make it a reality. 
However, the challenges 
are quite obvious.” 

Mr Cairns said the 
Government would 
respond as quickly as 
possible to the 
Government-sponsored 
Hendry Review, which 
recommended backing 
the project. 

But he added: “This is 
quite a dynamic 
environment. The price 
of renewable energy has 
plummeted over that 
period (since the review) 
and the numbers from the 
tidal lagoon company 
have also changed, so 
perhaps the delay will 
prove to bring better 
value for money for the 
taxpayer.” 

He said he was sure 
MPs would want to see 
good value for money 
whatever the outcome of 
the Government’s 
deliberations. 

Mr Cairns said the 
Welsh Government went 
through a similar process 
last year when they 
decided to cancel the 
Circuit of Wales 
racetrack planned for 
Ebbw Vale. 

He said: “Despite 
wanting to do something, 
they knew ultimately that 
it was not good value for 
money.”

‘Council 
merger plans 
are flawed’ 


THE Leader of the 
Vale Council Cllr 
John Thomas has 
responded to the 
Welsh Government 
‘Green Paper’ on 
local government 
reform. 

Proposals could mean 
the Vale merging with 
Cardiff, and nearby 
Bridgend County 

Borough Council joining 
up with Rhondda Cynon 
Taff and Merthyr Tydfil. 

The Welsh 

Government says it 
wants to see a debate 
about the future of local 
government. 

But Cllr John Thomas 
said he hoped local 
politicians would fight to 
protect the future of the 
council. 

“It is a considerable 
disappointment to see the 
new Cabinet Secretary 
for Local Government 
resurrect flawed and 
unnecessary plans for the 
merger of local 
authorities. 

“The former Cabinet 
Secretary promised a 
period of stability so that 
local councils could 
continue delivering vital 
services to residents and 
communities without the 
uncertainty and 

demoralising impacts of 
another debate on a 
flawed plan of 
reorganisation. Those 


promises clearly now 
count for nothing. 

“There is absolutely 
no good reason to merge 
the Vale Council, 
consistently rated as the 
highest performing local 
authority in Wales, with 
the City of Cardiff 
Council. 

“Despite year on year 
cuts to our funding, we 
continue to out-perform 
larger councils. Welsh 
Government has 

continually pressed for 
larger councils despite 
the fact that there is firm 
and indisputable 

evidence that size is no 
measure of 

performance.” 

Cllr Thomas said the 
Vale was very different to 
Cardiff, with different 
needs. 

“The Green Paper 
indicates that the Welsh 
Government recognises 
that current funding 
arrangements for local 
authorities are 

unsustainable. However, 
forced mergers, with 
huge upfront costs and 
massive disruption to 
vital services, are not the 
solution. 

“As has always 
happened in the Vale, I 
would now expect 
politicians of all 
persuasions to unite to 
protect the future of the 
council and the Vale of 
Glamorgan itself.”

Wales dig deep and defend 
to take second spot in Six 
Nations - report by philip irwin 


T he snow 
swirled 
outside but 
Wales, France and 
the roof at the 
Principality 
Stadium gave us a 
good old-fashioned, 
red-blooded 
encounter, with big 
collisions, massive 
commitment at the 
breakdown, and 
plenty of mistakes. 

Fortunately for Wales, 
the crucial factor in 
deciding the game was 
that too many of those 
mistakes came from the 
French outside half, 
Francois Trinh-Duc. 

It had all started so 
well for the Toulon No 
10. After just three 
minutes, he coolly 
dropped a goal from 30 
metres to put France 
ahead, but he was able 
to bask in the glow of 
that moment for just 30 
seconds. 

Dan Biggar’s restart 
kick looked as if it was 
going to fail to cross the 
10 -metre line, and the 
French catchers let it 
bounce, only for it to 
stay legal by a few 
inches. The French 
froze, Wales regathered 
and kicked ahead, with 
Trinh-Duc in a good 
position to clear the 
danger. 

However, in 
cricketing terms it shot 
up from a length, over 
his head and Liam 
Williams could hardly 
believe his luck, 
gathering the ball and 
diving over wide out. 

After getting yellow 
carded for a cheap shot 
last week against Italy, 
things looked brighter 
for the British Lion, but 
it wasn’t going to be 
plain sailing for him this 
week either. 

Leigh Halfpenny 
missed the conversion 
but five minutes later, 
the Welsh full back 
kicked a penalty to make 
it 8-3 to Wales. 

The game was settling 
into a pattern, with both 
teams looking to move 
the ball, and with Wales 
looking the more 
dangerous. After 11 
minutes, Wales were 
awarded another penalty, 
and Halfpenny was 
successful again, making 
the score 11-3. 

On 20 minutes, we 
saw the best of France, 
when Gael Fickou, 
normally a centre but 
playing on the right 
wing, fed the ball inside 
to his forwards, who 


produced some old- 
fashioned French flair, 
inter-passing and making 
40 yards. 

When Wales finally 
made a tackle, the ball 
was recycled and moved 
out to the backs where 
Fickou appeared in his 
normal centre position 
and cut through to score 
under the posts. Scrum 
half Maxime Machenaud 
converted, and it was 
now 11-10 to Wales. 

There was bad news 
for France three minutes 
later, when their 
excellent flanker, 
Camara, took a blow on 
the knee and had to be 
replaced. 

This prompted a spell 
of Welsh pressure, with 
the home team showing 
a lot of enterprise, but 
they were unable to 
create a clear-cut chance. 

They did, however, 
gain another penalty on 
the half-hour mark, and 
Halfpenny split the posts 
from 40 metres. 

The French came 
back, however, and their 
left wing Remy Grosso 
was proving a handful, 
with the valuable asset 
of keeping his legs 
pumping after being 
tackled and inevitaWy 
making several extra 
yards. 

It really was a fierce 
game, with both teams 
throwing themselves into 
the breakdown. The only 
negative aspect was the 
time taken setting up 
scrums, with referee Ben 
O’Keeffe spending time 
talking the two packs 
through the set up 
routine. 

This was an area that 
was to get worse for 
Wales. 

However, in open 
play Wales continued to 
threaten. Liam Williams 
brilliantly caught a high 
kick but as Wales 
continued the attack, 
they conceded a penalty. 

Half-time came with 
Wales nursing a four 
point lead, but no one at 
the Principality Stadium 
was taking a win for 
granted. 

Three minutes into the 
second half, Wales had a 
great chance when 
Taulupe Faletau made a 
great outside break, 
gaining 40 metres, but 
his inside pass to Gareth 
Daves was, 

uncharacteristically, too 
high and fast for the 
scrum half to hold on to 
it. 

Liam Williams also 
blotted his copybook by 
over-running his centre 
on a couple of 
occasions, and then 


having to check to take 
the pass. It’s possible, of 
course, that he was 
anticipating a kick 
ahead, but there was 
something ominous 
about these untaken 
Welsh chances. 

On 48 minutes, 
Machenaud kicked a 
penalty to make it a one- 
point game at 14-13, 
and then another Welsh 
chance went begging. 

It would have been a 
curious score, with 
Gareth Davies blocking 
his rival scrum-half’s 
pass and knocking it 
forward. French 
defenders paused, 
thinking it had come off 
Davies’ hand, but it had 
hit his leg. 

However, a mis¬ 
placed pass meant that 
this was another Welsh 
chance that had slipped 
away. 

By now, the Welsh 
scrum was coming under 
pressure, and they were 
getting penalised. From 
one penalty, Trinh-Duc 
lined up a kick to the 
comer but got a shade 
greedy, and George 
North cheerfully 
shepherded it over the 
dead ball line. 

It was noticeable that, 
few minutes later, when 
France received another 
scmm penalty at almost 
the same spot, Trinh- 
Duc’s kick to touch was 
as safe as it could be! 

It was getting worse 
for Wales at the scmm. 
Aklun Wyn Jones was in 
earnest conversation 
with referee O’Keeffe. 
Nicky Smith and Elliot 
Dee, came on as 
replacements, with 
Samson Lee following 
10 minutes later, but the 
force was with France. 

Wales got lucky on 
the hour mark when one 
scmm in front of the 
posts disintegrated, but 
this time France were 
penalised. 

This prompted match 
summaiiser Brian Moore 
to say: “I’m no 
Francophile but that was 
ridiculous.” 

Things got worse for 
Trinh-Duc. He fielded a 
long clearance kick and 
his full back, Benjamin 
Fall, who was standing 
slightly in front of him, 
clearly expected the 
outside half to return the 
kick. Undeterred, he 
passed it forward to Fall, 
prompting gasps of 
amazement from the 
crowd. 

Referee O’Keeffe was 
in no position to see it as 
forward, so I’m 
assuming he received a 
friendly word from the 
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Man-of-the-match Alun Wyn Jones 
discusses problems at the scrum 
with referee Ben O^Keeffe. 


TMO. If not, then he 
took the crowd’s word 
for it. 

France threatened 
again when No 8 Marco 
Tauleigne made a 
powerful break. Wales 
stopped the attack, at the 
expense of a penalty. 
Machenaud had just 
been substituted so it 
offered Trinh-Duc, in the 
words of Paul Simon, “a 
shot at redemption”. 

His 30-metre penalty 
was hooked left, and he 
was very soon replaced 
by Lionel Beauxis. 

There was more 
defending for Wales. 
Grosso was put clear 
with only Halfpenny to 
beat, but the full back 
reminded the Welsh 
public about his 
defensive qualities and 
tackled him into touch. 

With seven minutes 
remaining, Wales tried to 
keep the game tight with 
a series of pick and goes 
and this seemed to be 
working until, two 
minutes before full time, 
they were penalised 
again. 

France kicked to the 
comer, but Aaron 
Shingler, on as a 
substitute, proved his 
worth by stealing the 
line out - as vital a steal 
as he will ever manage. 

Finally, the whistle 
blew and Wales had held 
out. There had been few 
substitutions in the latter 
stages, with Gareth 
Davies and Dan Biggar 
playing the entire game. 
Bigger did nothing to 
change his critics’ 
minds, but he dealt with 
the frequent charges by 
Mathieu Bastareaud very 
well. 

Afterwards, the talk 
was of Wales’ newly- 
confirmed strength in 
depth. Two complete 
back rows on show in 
this Six Nations, with 
messrs Warburton and 
Lydiatt also back next 
year. 


Three fly halves to 
choose from, and 
Jonathan Davies to 
return at centre, while 
Cory Hill has made huge 
strides in the second 
row. 

This has been a year 
when coach warren 
Gatland has been able to 
go through the Six 
Nations with none of 
those annoying questions 
about ‘Warrenball’. 

However, life is never 
easy for a coach (just 
ask Eddie Jones) and it 
won’t be long before 
Warren will face a 
further irritation.
